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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (I), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Crinon et al. (US 
6,249,613) as set forth in the previous Office Action dated 04/29/04 and the discussion follows. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 07/29/04 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argued that there is no discussion or suggestion in the disclosure of Crinon 
to describe time-intergrating the global motion vector based on a fi"ame type and the global 
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motion compensation unit for stabilizing a recovery image using a global motion vector 

integrated by the time-based integration unit, page 4 of the remarks. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that that Crinon 
clearly discloses the time based integration unit for time-integrating the global motion vector 
based on a frame type (43 of fig. 5B; col. 6, hnes 12-21, e.g. The foreground/background 
segmentation and mosaic update unit (43) classifies macroblocks tagged as INTERI V 
prediction type as foreground, when the global motion estimation residuals GMER(j,k) are 
greater than a portion (specified by the value theta) of the INTERIV residuals RES(j,k), this 
means time-integrating the motion vector based on the frame type (INTERIV prediction type as 
foreground frame type). The MOSAIC and SKIP macroblocks are referred to as MOSAIC 
prediction types). 

Crinon further discloses a global motion compensation unit (22, 43 and 45 of fig. 5B) for 
stabilizing a recovery image using a global motion vector integrated by the time-based 
integration unit (45 of fig. 5B, e.g. the mosaic decoder (45) decodes or recovers a encoded 
image from the input (38 of fig. 5B) using the global motion vector from the mosaic predictor 
(22 of fig. 5B) integrated by the time-based integration unit (43 of fig. 5B); it is noted that the 
global motion parameters are used to align and compose the images in order to reconstruct a 
panoramic view of the scene, also called a mosaic; the global motion parameters are also used 
to stabilize the video sequences generated by the video camera). In view of the discussion 
above, Crinon anticipates the claimed features.
